in Gold VVeights fraudulencly commirred con- 
trary tO a former. 


Here Our Soueraigne Lordthe King by Proclamation giuen 


jj at the Court at hicc Hall the Twentieth day of December, tn the 

3/01 Eighth yeere of His Mateſties Reigne : foz refozmatton of great 

e//7////|| abuſes in the Counterpoiſes and Weights of His money of Gold, 

and Gaines and halfe Gzaines to bee vſedin poyſing of them, did 

publiſh and declare that the Weights wherewith his Mateſtics 

money of Gold ſhould bee poiſed after the fixe and Twentieth day 

of lanuary then next enſuing, ſhould bee made of a round and Cir- 

cular fozme , Wherein ſhould bee inſcribed certaine markes that they might cafily be knowne 

from weights fozmmerly vſcd, which (ould be of the full and tuſt ſize accozding to the true 

weights ofthe Gold moneys, and the Gzaines and halke Gzatnes ſhould bee apart by then 

ſelues to ſhew the remedies,andabatements as they ought to bee, andnone of them ſhould 

bee made with the remedies and i.»atements purpoſely taken off, ( commonly called 
35lancke-Weights;) 

And foz the better effecting of His Maiecſties pleaſure, His Maiecſtte didcommit the care of 
NMakingand Alſizing of thole Counterpoyſes and weights to Sir Thomas Aylesbury,Baronet, 
one ofthe Paſtersof Requeſt, whom his Mateſtie commanded fo haue in readineſſe in the 
Eow:e of London, ſufficient numhers of theſaid w9cights. G:aines, and halfe Gzaines,with 
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{uſt amv equall %>eames and Ballances foz the vſe of them, exactly and diligently made and 
ſized to furniſh His Dublects by the ſaid ſixe and twentieth day of Ianuary , fo beeiſſued as 
reaſonable p2tzes; 

And Hts Matelties will and Pleaſure was, that the Chtefe Officers, in all Cities, 2Bo- 
roughs and Townes Cozpozate, with all Conuenient ſpeede, ſhonldpzouide one paire of the 
ſaid Weights and Ballances, ſufficient,at the hands of the ſaid Sir Thomas Ayle(bury, oz ſuch 
as hee ſhould appoint to deliner the ſame, made accozding to the faſhion afozeſaid, within 
enery ſuch City, Bozonugh and Towne Cozpozate; well andſafely to be kept, that ſuch as 
would, mtght haue recourſe and acceſſe vnto them, foz diſcerning of the true weights of 
His Mateſties Moneys of Gold, whereof receipts oz payments ſhould bee , as occaſion 
(hould require ; 

And his Mateſtie did traightly Jnhibite all His Subiects,and others whatſocuer withtn 
His Dominions , after the ſaid ſire and twentieth day of January , tohaue, oz vſe any o- 
ther weights , of, oz foz the Coynes of Gold, and remedies thereof, then onely ſuch as ſhould 
be made circular,and ſized and iſſued by the appointment of the ſaid Str ThowasAyle(bury. And 
thatno perſon, oz perſons, of what eſtate, degree, oz condition ſoeuer they were oz ſhould 
be , ſhould atany time then after pzeſume to male, cait, contrine, frame o2 canſe to be made 
any Counterpoyſes, oz Weights, Gratines oz halte Graines, oz any Toole oz Jnſtrument, 
P:eſſe, Mill, Dtampes, Punchions, Counterpunchions, o2 any thingelſe whatſoener, foz the 
making, caſting, framing 02 pzeparing of ſuch weights, oz vent, o2 impozt the ſame made, o- 
ther then the ſaid Sir Thomas Ayleſbury , oz fuch as ſhould bee thercunto appointed by hts 
Mateſtte , vpon paine of His Maicſties High Pndignation and diſpleaſure, and ſuch other 
paines and penalties, as by the Lawes and Statutes of His Maieſtics Realme, oz by Hts 
Mateſties P2erogatiue Royall,could oz might bee inflicted vpont contemners of His Maieſties 
P2oclamationsandRoyall Commands; 

And it was His Mateſties pleaſure, that in receits and payments of His Lateftics moneys 
of Gold, none ſhould bee compelled to trie the Weight thereof by other Poyſes oz Weights 
then thoſe that ſhould bce made of a fozine circular, as ts befozeſet foo2th; 

DSithence which time ſome eutll diſpoſed perſons, without the aſſent, and againſt the wit 
of the ſaid Sir Thomas Aylc{bury hane pzeſumed to make diuersCounterpoyſes and weights 
of His Maieſttes Moneys of Gold, and Graines , and halfe Graines fo2 poyſing thereof, 
which were vnequall and defectine , which were endeauoured to bee put to ſale, which being 
diſcoucred by the care of the ſaid Sir Thomas Aylesbury, accozding to dutie, and in diſcharge of 
the truſt repoſed in Him , hee made the ſame knowne to the Lozds of His Mateſttes Pz1ne 
Counſell: and thereupon thoſe faiſe Counterpoiſes, weights, Graines and halfe Graines 


wereſciled vpon, and being founddefectine, are by command melted downe, whereby a great 


inconuentence which might otherwiſe happen to His Paieſties people ts pzeuented: And ſome 
of the Delinquents haue fo: that attempt beene chaſtiſed ; 
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Our laid Doaeraigne Lozd the King ot His great and abundant care that His Juſtice, 
both in His Courts and Commerce amongſt His people bee duely admintſtred and obſerued, 
and that His people bee not decetued with falſe weights, Whichare abominable : by the aduice 
of His Pzinie Counſel, doth againe ſtraightly Pnhibite all His Subiects, that none ofthem 
doe make, fo2me.,oz offer to put to ſale anyCounterpoyſes o2 Weights of the moneys of Gold, 
o2 Gratnes, oz halfe Graines to be vſed in poyſing thereof, but the ſaid Sir Thomas Aylesbury, 
o: ſuch as firſt ſhall hane Licence from the ſaid Str Thomas Aylesbury, to bent the ſame ; 

And doeth allo by theſe pzeſents, ſtraightly inhibite all His Subtects and others whatſoe- 
uer within His Dominions, to haue, 02 vle publikely, oz pziuately in ſhoppes oz elſe-where 
any other weights of oz fo: the Coyncs of Gold and remedies thereof, then oncly fnch as 
ſhall bee made circular and ſiſed, and iſſned by the appointment of the ſaid Str Thomas 
Aylesbury: 

And doth likewile charge the ſaid Sir Thomas Aylcsbury, that Hee ſhall tmploy none in 
making, venting, o2tlluingofany ſuch Counterpoyſcs , weights, Graines oz halfc Graines, 
but inſuch manner as in the ſaid fozmer Pzoclamation ts ſpecificd: Lettingallmen know,His 
Maieſtie intends with all ſeueritie to pzoceed againſt allſuch as ſhall contemne,o2 not yecld 


obedience to this and His laid fozmer Pzoclamation.
